"Tbe regiments to be organised in 
tbe Ubited States will be designated 
Twenty-sixth, Twenty-seventh, Twen- 
ty-eighth, Twenty-ninth, Thirtieth, 
Thirty-first, Tblrty-seeond, Tbirty- 
third. Thirty-fourth and Tbirty-flfth 
regiments of infantry United States 
volunteers. 

"Of the commissioned officers to be 
appointed for each of these regiments, 
tbe staff officers, including medical 
officers and captains of companien, will 
bo assembled at regimental rendez- 
voaa as hereafter designated for the 
pnrpose of theoretical and practical in- 
itruetioD In orgaalsation, military ad- 
ministration, drill regulations, disci- 
pline, hygiene, camp sanitation etc. 
Dally instruction in the nomenclature, 
oare and assombly of tbe parts of tbe 
rlflo and target practice, will be a spe 
elal feature of instruction of both offl 
cers and men. 

' "Applications for commissiono ex- 
eopt' oflcer* ol tbt regular army will 
be required to pass satisfactory exam 
Ination as to age, moral, mental and 
physical capacity to command troops 
and must have had service during the 
l^anlBb-Amtrieaii war. Tbs recruiting 
aervlee of tbe regular army will be 
cbwged with recruiting from the coud 
trjj at large men for service in these 
volunteer regiments whose eolistmeuts 
Will be m«de for the period ending June 
SO, 1901, unless sooner disebarged, and 
without restrictions as to citisen's poor 
educational qualificatioDS, but in all 
other respects under tbe same rules 
and regalations as are prescribed for 
recruiting tbe regular service.

Tbls telegram Was received over the 
first wire that has been worked Into 
Sealey and Dewey for three days. It 
worked five minutes and then failed. 

Deputy Sheriff Swearinger, at Sealey 
telephoned at noon as follows: "There 
is no improvement in this section of 
the fiood district. If anything, tbe 
situation is growing worse. No relief 
boats have yet roacbed hero from 
Houatoo or Galveston. Sealey and 
neighboring towns have about ex- 
hausted their resources for relief. A 
negro family was drowned near here. 
Several other lives have been lost, es- 
pecially among tbe rofngeea on the 
mound near Old San Felipe. A num- 
ber of negroes have fallen exhausted 
from tree tops after hanging there 
three days and three nights tUfA were 
drowned. 

"A rumor Is current here Of great 
loss of life near Richmond. Fort Bend 
county.

In presenting to the readers of the 
BoLLRiir an article relating to the Board 
of Trade, no landing of acoompliahedaeU 
shall be recapitulated, but another phase 
of its work will be exploited which the 
writer hopes may have a listening ear 
and an IntMeated reader. 

What Maysville needi, and that badly, 
are manofaoturing plants, those bee- 
hivea of ladoatry whMi not only employ 
the skilled and the apprentice, but 
make products which dud a place in the 
broad markets of the world's trade. 
There are dossns of factories seeking a 
place in which to begin life,— spoke 
worke, wood-working plaots> machine 
ahops, ahoe factories, cotton mills, chew* 
ing and smoking tobacco faetorlea and 
like character of industries which employ 
from twenty-five to 1,000 hands, distrib- 
uting weekly a sum of money which 
never.ataya in ita original getter'a hands, 
but immediately fiows out through the 
ohanaala of llfe'a needa to the grocer, 
the shoe merchant, the clothier and 
others of the selling class. 

Mayaville cannot depend upon her 
agricultural resources only, vaat and 
oiagniticeut aa they are; the outlying 
districts have other strings and oar mer^ 
chanta have no better lead than Mt. 
Olivet, Augusta and Flemingaburg. 
Yea, Louisville and Cincinnati do offer 
such great inducements as to have much 
of the beat trade go thitherward. Don't 
fret and fume and say such ought not to 
be, for auch ia and it ia not wise, nor in 
good aeoae, to bewail and moan. Be 
brave, be buaineaa like and progressive; 
stem the tide by a mighty ellort. 

In the Board of Trade have been aeen 
exemplificationa of what a force for good 
it is, standing upon a past of security, in 
that it baa done many things, amall 
though they be, which without it woald 
not have been. Is It not reaaonable to 
auppose it can do better gervloe In the 
future? /( it not a myth, not a hoax, 
and ahoald not be alloirad to die beoanae 
of not adopting every suggestion offered. 

Its juat aim ia to prevent spurious 
weight, its organisation is for the express 
purpose of moving with cautious delibera- 
tion ; therefore with the needs of Mays- 
ville told and the excellent means for 
carrying into execution plans to meet 
these needs, let's pictare these needs and 
how to get them. 

Money is required ; it must come from 
the enterprising citisens. The trouble 
with many is they want to get rich at one 
bound and when some wildcat scheme 
cornea along in the handa of aome slick 
oily-tongued individual wboae power to 
hypnotize is plain, why he has hia 
vouriea by the score until rubbing his 
hands he smilingly tells the applicant for 
atock, "You are a little late, my sucker, 
others have grabbed the hook and are on 
the line." Tbe many scars upon our 
body politic makes ua wary, but theae 
Boon disappear when another nefarioua 
villian appeara and with marvelous sud- 
denness come out when worthy enter- 
prises come our way.

Oil experts are of the opinion that oil 
exists in the township in large (luantitiea 
and have arranged a map for tbe use of 
the gentlemen taking the leasee, the ter- 
ritory desired by the company being 
marked thus on the map.
